Tom Bird 
and Phil Urcn. during the debate 
held last Friday at noon in the 
Engineering Building.' The subject 
was worded: • 'Resolved that En- 
gineering Courses should embrace 
the Humanities.' 

To!jj_Birdijpetkinj^for the if^, 
firmative, insisted that ao engineer 
whose course ot study included thé 
humanities was better prepared to 
fulfill his duties in his profession, 
to participate in social intercourse, 
and lo enjoy his leisure time. 

.lohn Woodcock, for the negative, 
contrndcd that a choice had lo oe 
made between a liberal education 
and a technical one. The highly 
complex nature ot engineering re- 
quired the undivided attcntidn' of 
the student. The humanities could 
not be Included as time was at a 
premium. Furthermore, humanities 
were unessential. 

The second speaker in defence of 
the affirmative, Phil Urcn, dwelling 
at length on the need for a world 
of integral men, ifjinted out that 
the Arts curriculum was the best 
avenue to that end. 

Finally Don Coates referred to 
affirmative argumcnLs befoie ar- 
guing further on the lack of lime 
available lo eiii;iiicers He opposed 
the development of natural re- 
sources In the spread of culture, 
and maintained that the former was 
much more important

Conference Held By 
CASMI At Kingston 



Queen's C.U.P., November 16.— A 
four day conference of the Cana- 
dian .^ssociation of Medical Stu- 
dents and Interne." clo.'cd today at 
Quecn'.s University. Increased rc- 
numcrntions for internes along 
with .stimulations of general prac- 
tice ambitions were urged. The 
national executive for the coming 
year were elected, with Roger 
Hincs as national' president. 

Motions at the conference fav- 
oured stimulation of ambitions to- 
wards general practice through ar- 
tlclci and speeches by general prac- 
titioners, who were also urged to 
accept student assistants during the 
summer. The C.A,M.S.L would 
publish lists, of . practitioners re- 
quiring assistants, also Ihe jobs 
avalKiblc at camp/, drug houses 
and ho.spilal missions. 

Richard C. Goldbloom, a McGill 
medical éludent, was appointed 
editor of the CAMSI Journal, a' bi- 
lingual official publication. Art 
exhibitions will also "be organized 
by the CAMSI on various campi. 
with 'Medical students contributing 
to Ihcni on a national .scale. 

A motion was pa^-scd prohibiting 
C.^.MSI affiliation with any organi- 
zation except non-political profes- 
sional bodies in medical or allied 
fields because CAMS! Is a purely 
service association. 

JOINT COMMITTEE 

The Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion and Canadian Hospital Coun- 
cil will be Invited to form a Joint 
committee with the CAMSI to de- 
termine the method of financing 
increased interne rcnumeration. 
This committee ha.s the CAMSI 
sanction to ,ncl .soon enough to show 
results between 1948 and 1949. 

An interne Economics question- 
naire distributed nationally last 
spring to students and internes, 
which was prepared by CAMSI and 
compiled by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, showed that seventy- 
eight per cent of medical .Mudents 
plan internship more than one year 
after gradu.itioii but .si.\ly-fivc per 
cent arc financially unable. 

Over ninety pe[ cent of students 
and internes favour increased in- 
terne rcnumeration. The reasons 
given for extended internship were 
mainly for greater' training as a 
specialist or general practitioner. 
A motion was therefore passed 
favouring increased remuneration 
to be distributed through hospital 
administration. The motion also 
disapproved of the .ittitudc in many 
teaching hospitals that pa<t-gradu- 
atc training is in itself sufficient 
remuneration for the licensed in- 
terne.

His reports to the people back 
home were sincere and honest and 
Gerald earned the rcipect of his 
fellow newspapermen. 

His c.NpIoits arc legion, now. bav- 
ins cov ered every major event that 
the Canadians were in, as well as 
m, ny battles in which the British 
and the .\meiicans participated. He

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GREATER CO-ED REPRESENTATION 



McGill, it a co-pdiicational inMitiitinn, lias 
seen, over tlie la.'t few yean, an incrcaic in ihc 
enrolment of women students; today, this in- 
crease ha|i resulted in what is probably the 
largest group of co-eds ever to attend the 
university. 

And coincident with thit increase in attend- 
ance, the women students have extended the 
scope of their activities and their importance 

to campiiç life. Tlipy are to i)p found playinp 
energetic roles in almost all phases of extra- 
curricular activity. 

For these reasons, the first general meeting 
of the Women's Union— which, in a sense, 
directly co-ordinates both specific and general 
activities of MrGiU's ro-eds— taking plarr this 
afternoon at f> p.m. it of vital importance to each 
and every student. 

At the present lime, .an exniitive of six 
members, four elected by the co-ed iludenL 
body and two non-voting members who are 
appointed, are sIioiilderinR the heavy burden 
of planning and conducting the majority of 
eo-ed activities on (he campus. 

On the other hand, the total representation 
of the swollen enrolment of women students is 
vested only in these four elerled moinber."!. and 
since the President of The \Vnnien'.« Union chairs 
all executive meetings, only three members vote 
on a given resolution. 



It is evident, tlicrrforc, tiiat additional voting 
members, to be elected from the students who 
compose the Women's' Union, are required by 
the executive, both to have a sharo in the re- 
spon«ibilities of the ro-eds' governing body 
and to make the roiincil of representatives a 
more workable and decisive one. 

Mindful of these reasons and of the desire 
to extend co-ed activities to the full, the present 
p.\cciitivc has put forward an amendment to 
Tiie Women's Tnion constitution which will 
permit the introduction of two iiioie elected nuil 
voting members to the co-eds' committee. It 
remains only for the co-eds themselves by a 
majority vote of the quorum to show their 
approval of an increase in representation and, 
consequently, of an extension of their activities. 

In addition to this major item, this first 
meeting will give every woman student on the 
campus the opportunity to discover for herself 
what is being done and will be done by The 
Women's Union. A heavy schedule .of events 
for co-eds has been drawp up by the executive 
and will be presented at the meeting today. 
PIverything from the financial budget to thb, as 
yet unanswered, cbcerloadorelle question will 
run the gamut of individual sludcnL opinion and 
out of tiic discussion is bound to come a con- 
certed expression of opinion by women students 
at .McGill.— T.r:.B.

Contemporary pianisia have difficulty performing 
die krybnard muiic nf Jehann Sebastian Bach nn 
sur modern concert grand planoi. The principal in- 
terprétative difficulty la caused by the fact that 
Bach competed (or the clavier— a itringed instru- 
ment to constructed that the performer had no con- 
trol over the volume of the aounda produced other 
than by changins the registration— as in an orsan. 
rhia meant that the music bad to be phrased very 
tare/ully and the registration kept varied, and in- 
lerejiing. 

Present day performcri each have their own par- 
ticular ideal on just how Bach should be played and 
II a result lucce&sful Bachiiin performance! are few 
ind far between. The number of modern muaiciani 
who have aucceistully made a life work of the music 
»f Bach ean be counted on the tingera of one hand, 
nte late Harold Samueli, who )n his life-lime com- 
mitted to memory all of the Bach keyboard compo- 
litioni. Wanda Landowtka, world-famed elavecinbt, 
ind Edwin Fischer are pcrhape the beat known of 
chcse. 

And now a comparatively youns star his arisen 
In the firmament in the person of Reialyn Turcek. 
Misa Tureck's reputation preceded her tint visit to 
Montreal— but reputations have eemc to mean so 
little in these daya el high pressure aalcimanship 



that moat of her audience was a little akeptical of 
an all Baeh recital. All trepidaliona were banished 
xeveral momenta after the recital opened. Here was 
a performance of mu<ic in an authentic manner. The 
piano was made to give the effect of the clavier. 
The music was treated with a truly Bach-like ap- 
proach. The style of playing, the ornamenta, the 
music itself, all were authentic. 

Misa Turcck's programme Itself was a wonder of 
balance. ° The recital opened with the Fantaaie in C 
minor, the Aria and: ten variations in the Italian 
Style, and the immense Toecatta, Adagio and Fugue 
in D major. 

The second part of the programme was devoted 
to a projection of the Partita In E minor, the sixth. 
The performance w,is truly amazing. The pro- 
gramme concluded with three Menuet« In G major 
and minor and the Italian Concerto. The audience 
unfortunately seemed to be in a hurry to get home 
to prepare supper and the more enthusiastic listen- 
ers had to be satisfied with only two encores— the 
Gigiie from the B flat Partita, which was given a 
thrilling performance, and the Twenty-ninth Gold- 
berg Variation. 

.Shura Cherkassky who wu present at the recital 
spoke of Miss Tureck's performance in the most 
slowing terms. Desire Defauw who was also to be 
found at the event was ipeeehlcss.

For acicnce to pasa from tht Phlogiston theory to 
Rcratlvity and beyond, it was necessary to pass 
through a multitude of intermediate stases.

Dialecticnl M.-iterialism in its relation to the so- 
cial science* i.i what the Atomic theory waa to the 
physical sciences. Both arose about fifty yeara after 
organized investigation began in their respective 
fields. Both serve the same purpose: aimpliticatiqn 
and correlation. But there arc complexities that the 
old atomic theory does not explain: energy transmis- 
sions, radioaeUvily, and quanta for In.stance,' are not 
explainable in lerm.t of Dallon".i theory. 

In the name way, following the analogy, feudal- 
ism may represent the itage of alchemy in the inciai 
structure, capitalism, the primitive gropings to indi- 
vidual freedom (free scientific investigation) and 
Marxism, the organising of society on a rational, but 
not complete (atismie theory) basis. In this way it 
may be necessary to some mere primitive races of 
the world; but net for iis,' who have already passed 
beyond it in many respecU to a dignified art of 
living. 

It is « lever to ralie man above himself; to lift 
him from brute living to equality In the freedom of 
living. Theoretically, in its purity, It is a dream and 
a hope along with other hopes apd dreams of a dig- 
nified and radiant species. Bul iU basis la fictitious, 
ita appeal Is naive. Its methods repugnant and its 
reiulta dubious, so let u» discard it once and for all 
as inapplicable to the prej^ent civilized world. It 
should be) regarded by educ.ited citizens who have 
the héritage of philosophical minds from Bacon to 
Whitehead and Santyana and Berg.^on as merely an 
hlMorical curiosity. 11 ran be u..ed a.i an insishl into 
attitudes of the iBSO.s but even there it can be dis- 
pensed with. For God s sake and man's, my friend, 
let us not fight over such a myth. 



Critic viflwi 'Duel' calmly Loew'i 

Duel in the Sun was directed by King Vidor. Something that 
he wrote years ago might help explain his approach in directing 
the film.

The story is nl a Kii'l. Jennifer Jones, whose mother was itrong- 
willed and coai'sc. and wnosc father, Herbert Marshall, was weak 
but knew of noble life. The offsprring is a fiery infusion of both 
parents and the tragedy is played upon two brothers: Gregory Peck 
and Joseph Cotten,' sons of a rancher, Lionel Barrymore— whose 
tempermenta match the two poles of the heroine. 

The' film fails to tell its story well and the director does not 
utilize his power of portraying emotions, The failude is probably 
due in a large measure to the foolish moral code the public has Im- 
posed on movicdom. The plot calls for rapid ilianKcs from passionate 
excitement to serenity, joy to frustration, and sin to purity and 
back again. Walter Houston was meant to be developed as a revialist 
preacher of the frontier , . . a mixture of mysticism and ruggedness. 
Even this la not possible as religion is rarely mo le than lukewarm 
iii film. 

The technique of the photographer is delightful. To fit in with 
the western setting colour is used in a manner that reminded of 
Gauguin's palntinga in the South Seas . . . simple outlines with' 
uniform, warm, and startling colour. This would have been very 
effective contrast to the dynamic plot had the plot been properly 
presented. Laudamus.

are all mixed Into one, and come up packing a forceful wallop. 
The troubled world today, with the V.S. still trying to make 
peace and settle the atomic bomb, would do well lo "Meet John 
Doe", and listen to what he haa lo aay. You may feel that there 
la atill aomething: worth living for. 

Cary Cooper aa Mr. Average .>Un. John Dnr. plays a hobo 
tn hero role, ivith the aid of Barbara Ktanwyck, who ii pretty 
much an Idealliit herself. Waller Hrennan lends a light touch 
when the goings gets too heavy and Mr. Capra'a slam-bang attack 
at your heart-strings drawa tighter. Jamea Gleason waxea philo- 
aophieal appropriately and the ambitious N. B. Norton, a lypleal 
modern little Napoleon, l« ably portrayed by Kdward Arnold. 

Frank Capra'a human touch, excellent acting and effective 
photography alt Join forces lo show that money and ambition 
may be powerful, but that people, with their ilmple needs and 
Joys, can be rather forceful too.

If you like uniforms, then run— do not walk— to the Princess 
Theatre, where the Coast Guard and West Point Military Academy 
will satiate your wildest lonKing.s. 

"The Woman on the Beach" treats of a Coast Guard officer 
who becotiicf entangled with the wife of a blind artist. The wife, 
portrayed by Joan Bennett, is oppressed by her husband's obses- 
sion for his paintinfis. The officer is oppressed by the memory of 
a war-time torpedoing. TIteir mutual confusion leads to a. plot— a 
plot that is very intcrcstinfi and quite well-woven once it has got 
underway. It suffers, unfortunately, from a rather slow beginning. 

Charles Bickford is quite good as the blind artist, and Robert 
Ryan seems perfectly al case in hia role of the officer. Apart from 
a slight tendency to the melodramatic, the picture is well paced and 
manages to hold the attention, in spite of the local ceniors board 
intervention. * 

As to "The Spirit of West Point"— shame! it would be alright 
having the life story of "Doc" Blanchard and Glenn Davii (Amer- 
ican grid-iron stars) without having the two culprits play them- 
selves. Not only do their lives (in the picture, at least) reflect the 
most snow-white characters, but it seems that the atory cannot be 
told without an undue amount of moist patriotism, sprinkled with 
aeveral thousand feet of hewsreel footage, taken in the Rosé Bowl.

Atmosphere of terror Copito 

It may be ineorrecl to say that the competition of British films 
has forced Hollywood .to raise their standards. There Is. how- 
ever. In Warner Brothers'. Cry Wolf, an attempt made to preaeni 
a more subtle mystery atory. I am not at all sure that they quite 
aucceed In this film. 

Errni Klynn and Barbara .Stanwyck play the lead rules with 
competence but not with any degree of inleniity. This is prob- 
ably not their fault since the dialogue seldom lived up to .the 
drama called for. In Cry Wolf an atmosphere' of terror and 
suspense Is carefully built up, chiefly by skilfuU photography 
but there la ah Insufficient building up of dramatic climax. 

Miss Stanwyck plays the part of a recently widowed young 
woman who accidently hears of the death of her husband and 
comes to his family to claim her fortune. Flynn Is uncle to her 
husband and also to a young girl played by Géraldine Drookal 
We are led to believe that Flynn Is a wieked uncle, even a 
murderer, but. It turna out differently. But this is where the plot 
thiekena rather cleverly. We constantly 'cry woir, thinking that 
Flynn la the murderer but find that, like the boy in the fable, 
we were wrong. It la only after the last scene do we finally 
suspect that after all the wolf did appear, and that Flynn was 
the murderer. And then Miss Stanwyck docs get her wolf after 
all, and the fortune lo bat. 

The 'aborts' on the film fare are average but one document- 
ary deserves comment, 'Sunset In the Pacific'. We wonder if a 
proud glorification of the horrors ef war and conquest are a 
filling argument for lasting peace. We wonder if it ia atUi 
necessary — P. A. T. v. ' ' .

Due mostly to financial difficul- 
ties, the theatre in Paris is,' at the 
present time, undergoing a serious 
crisis. As no one knows what the 
future holds, nobody wants to run 
a risk. Many directors choose plays 
which bring money Into the cash- 
register. Nevertheless the thea- 
trical world of Paris is very much 
alive and "va toujours dé l'avant". 

Charles Dullin one of the best 
directors in Paris persisted in pro- 
ducing plays because of their thea- 
trical qualities. Unfortunately for 
him, only a small number of "con- 
noisseurs" approved of his choice 
and came to his theatre. Thus Dul- 
lin went bankrupt just a few 
months ago. 

Another great director, Louis 
Jouvet, has to revive periodically, 
for strictly financial reasons, one 
nf the public's favorites — "Knock" 
by Jules Romain. Although it has 
definite qualities, this play is not 
first class. One day, speaking nf 
"Knock", his "piece Terre-Neuve". 
Jouvet said: 'It (Knock), is a sec- 
urity, a sort of an insurance for 
my theater, for it has an enormous 
success every time I play it." And 
he added: "Many were the at- 
tempts I made, many were the new 
plays I staged which would have 
led me to bankruptcy if it had not 
been for this magic play." An- 
other peridJodical feature of Jou- 
vet's is "L'Ecole des Femmes", one 
of Moiiere's famous comedies. 
Christian Berard, the well-known 
set-designer, made a single set 
representing a house surrounded by 
a wail. The wall is either closed 
and the action takes place in the 
street or open and the action takes 
place in the garden. 

Thus the "unite de lieu", rirar to 
the classics, was respected and the 
action could shift easily from the 
quiet intimacy of the garden to the 
public and noisy street. Jouvet's 
latest production. "Appolon de Mar- 
lac," is a delightful satire nf human 
vanity by Giraudoux. His unique 
language and his sparkling humour 
are wonderfully served by Jouvet's 
witty acting and Dominique 
Blanchar's naive charm. 

The newest and most interesting 
figure in the theatrical world of 
Paris la Jean Louis Barrault of 
"The Children of Paradise" fame. 
Since he resigned from the Comédie 
Française in 1946, Barrault has 
been managing the Theatre 
Marigny, where he producct, directs 
and ads in three plays, each one 
of which is played tWo nights a 
week. Two of them, he already 
staged last year: "Les Fausses Con- 
fidences" by Alfred de Musset and 
"Hamlet", the ^latter^ brilliantly 
translated by Anipe'Cw. Barrault 
presented this play rather as a 
farce than a tragedy; the famous 
"... to be or not to be . . .", for 
instance, is said very lightly and 
ironically, somewhat as if Hamlet 
were hesitating between steak and 
pork chops. The way Hamlet is 
played by Barrault made it a suc- 
cess in France, whereas it was 
never much appreciated before, 
mainly because of its heaviness. The 
third play is Kafka's "The Trial", 
also translated by Gide. If one 
keeps in mind that Barrault start- 
ed as a pantomimist, one will un- 
derstand the way in which "The 
Trial" is directed and acted. The 
actors are like characters in a 
dream, smoothly and graciously 
movinc on the stage. 

To shift the spectator's attention 
from one part nf the stage tn an- 
other, Barrault lighted either the 
stage as a whole, or a doorway, or 
an upper floor, where only the ac- 
tors' shadows arc seen moving on 
a window. Thus one gets the im- 
pression of a continuous action. 
Mere gestures indicate an actor's 
movements backstage as if he had 
continued on his way for a fe^w 
seconds in (he dark. Barrault. both 
as a director and an actor, i.s fol- 
lowed with the utmost interest by 
all theatre lovers In Paris; he sur- 
prises and inchanti them with the 
originality and the intelligence of 
his creations, as well a.i with his 
thorough knowledge of the stage. 

Another noted producer-director- 
actor is Marcel Herrand, whose 
latest production is Peguy's "Jeanne 
d'Arc". By choosing • this deeply 
moving pla.v, made all the more 
tragic by France's present situation, 
Herrand proved that to him quality 
is more important than easy suc- 
cess. 

Good luck, Mr. Herrand. and may 
many producers the world over 
follow your courageous example.
